It is reported in Tokio that the Chin- 
ese peace envoys will be received at 
Simonosaki and the negotiations will be 
‘conducted there. 

A Central News dispatch from Pekin 
says that Li Hung Chang, the head of 
China’s new peace mission, is still at 
the capital. He has conferred with all 
the conspicuous officials and most of 
the European diplomats. There is a 
unanimous wish among men of influence 
in Pekin that United States Minister 
Denby help the Chinese mission by act- 
ing as intermediary in arranging for 
the meeting of the negotiators and the 
eourse of procedure. The care with 
which Li Hung Chang is preparing for 
his duties gives the best evidence of the 
earnestness of China’s purpose. The 
government has given abundant proof 
in the last few days that it will make 
a sincere effort to secure peace. 

The Central News correspondent in 
Chee Foo says that the Japanese are 
advancing steadily upon New Chwang, 
where 600 wounded Chinese were re- 
ceived between Feb. 24 and 238. 

The Morning Post is informed that the 
peace envoys probably will meet the 
Japanese negotiators in Simonosaki. 
Their credentials will be examined thera 
and if they be found competent and in 
proper order, the envoys will be invited 
to Hiroshima, where the negotiations 
will be begun.

All was 
bustle from an early hour today in and 
about the Gould house at Sixty-seventh 
street and Fifth avenue, where at noon 
Miss Anna Gould was to become by 
marriage the Countess de Castellane. 


Almost as soon as it was daylight 
groups of people began to gather about 
the neighborhood and gaze curiously at 
the mansion long before the household 
had raised any of the window shades. 

As the morning wore on there were 
many evidences of the preparations for 
the wedding, Florists’ wagons drove up 
and deposited their fragrant burdens on 
the sidewalk, and men were soon busily 
engaged in carrying them into the house 
and arranging them. 


By this time a large crowd had gath- 
ered outside, and within there were 
signs of unusual activity, Several cabs 
drove up, and their occtipants, who were 
mostly intimate friends of the Gould 
family, had to undergo the closest scru-

He then jumped in- 
to a cab at the entrance of the hotel, 
and was driven off to confer with his 
ushers before returning to the hotel to 
dress for the ceremony.

In the annual report of the business of 
the Newton Co-operative Bank, which 
will be presented to the shareholders 
at their meeting tomorrow night, the 
directors say they ‘‘feel pleased to find 
the condition very good and satisfactory, 
notwithstanding the general depression 
in business affairs which has prevailed 
during the last two years. There has 
been about the same percentage of in- 


crease in its assets, and there have been 
no foreclosures of mortgage loans; its 
uninvested cash capital is comparatively 
small; the regular dividends, at the rate 
of 6 per cent. per annum, have been de- 
clared and liberal amounts have been 
added to the guarantee and surplus ac- 
counts. The necessary retirement of 
shares in series 1 for the year ending 
March 1, 1894, was fully met by volun- 
tary withdrawals, but this year the 
number of shares which had to be retired 
was necessarily distributed by lot among 
the shareholders in series 1 and 2, there 
not having been sufficient applications 
in response to the circular notice sent 
out by the secretary.” 

The membership of the bank is now 
952, and its meetings are held monthly 
on the first Tuesday evenings at the 
handsome new_ Office in Associates’ 
block, Newtonville.

Sme years ago a standpipe over 150 feet 
in height was erected on the grounds, 
but it has not been used for years, and, 
although it is up to the present time a 
substantial tower, yet it is being ne- 
glected by the city. ; 

The city engineer is gathering evi- 
dence which will give him an idea of 
how the original fort looked, and if the 
improvement is carried out it will be 
built on its original lines as far as pos- 
sible. 

The standpipe will remain in place, 
and could be opened to the public as an 
observatory, and would undoubtedly be 
one of the finest in Boston. The tower 
of the standpipe. is reached by winding 
stairs from the entrance, and encircles 
a huge tank, which is almost the height 
of the building. 

If this improvement is put through it 
will end the discussion of placing the 
Franklin trade school at that point.

took up this work out of all tho classes 
‘from 1869 to 1885, since 1886 there have 
been 24 who nave gone into such textile 
work in the state. And the percentage 
of men who consciously fit themselves 
for this branch of industry is regularly, 
becoming larger. Nearly 90 per cent. of 
the men in textile work are from the 


classes since 1885. 


Next following the textile group 

comes the number of graduates who are 
in railroad work of some kind; here fol- 
low 21 men, the percentage, however, in 
each class shaqwing a tendency to de- 
crease in recent years. Whether this be 
dua to a present full supply in this in- 
dustry, or to the fact that the exten- 
sion of railway work Hes in the West, 
rather than in Massachusetts, it would 
be. difficultato decide. 
Nineteen men a.¢e engaged in, the manu- 
facture of general machinery; 165 are 
experts, or consulting engineers, and i4 
are in electrical work of some kind. 

A large number, 46, are engaged in the 
manufacture of special machinery, 
which cannot readily be classified, such 
as pianos, wire work and scale-making. 
Groups of ten to a dozen each have gone 
into steel and iron works, steam pumps, 
shipping and marine engines, or com- 
mercial pursuits. 

Next in order of popularity follow 
steam engine building, patent lawyers, 
mill insurance and experts’ assistants, 
each of which groups claim from four 
to eight graduates. All of the. rest are 
scattered in groups of one or two en- 
gaged, for example, in cordage manu- 
facture, mill constructicn, building ma~ 
terials, or surveying. A half dozen or 
more have wandered off as artists, phy- 
sicians and soldiers, or even farmers. 

Seven are pursuing graduate study, 
the majority being in Hurope, or still at 
the Institute. 

Other technical schools in the United 
States do not seem to have attracted 
any of these students, apparently.

INDUCING PEOPLE TO MOVE WEST 


Rev. E. H. Hale’s Scheme to Relieve the 
Overcrowded Eastern States. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

CHICAGO, Ill., March 4, 18985. This 
evening, at the Grand Pacific Hotel, 
there is to be held a peculiar meeting. 
Men and women who are to form a 
colony in the West, to be known as 
Plymouth Colony, will be present. 

The scheme is a Boston idea, and 
William E. Smythe has it in charge. 
‘The next meeting will be held in New 
York the. latter part of the present 
month, 

Prominent in’ the scheme is Edward 
Everett Hale. Primarily the object is 
to induce people to move west, thus re- 
lieving the overcrowded eastern states. 
Land owned by eight of the western 
states affected’ by the Carey law will be 


sold on long-time payments to farmers, 
who will agree to cultivate it, and aid 
in establishing permanent colonies. 

A feature of the plan -will be the colo- 
nial clubs. While Mr. Smpthe is in Chi- 
cago he will endeavor to interest local 
capitalists. The colony will be estab- 
lished inthe valley of Payette, Ida.

work, park work, gravel filling, stone 
breaking and construction and mainten- 
ance of water works. 

In a few cases the wages paid were. 
considerably lower than those usually 
paid in the departments giving employ- 
ment, for it was thought that the inex- 
perience of the workmen and the unfa- 
vyorable season made labor at the usual 
rates unprofitable; in a large proportion 
of the cases the wages were somewhat 
reduced below the usual point, but com- 
monly emergency men were paid the 
same as regular laborers. 

In almost every town some loss was 
suffered from the inexperience of the 
men and the unfavorable season of the 
year. The average increase of cost was 
perhaps 40 per cent., though in some in- 
stances the increase was as much as 200 
per cent. . 

Of relief afforded by labor organiza- 
tions the commission has been unable 
to obtain full statistics, partly because 
of the unwillingness of trade unions to 
make public their doings and partly be- 
cause of the relief afforded was unusual 
in its character, and therefore records 
of its distribution were not kept by the 
unions in a form available for publica- 
tion. A few typical instances are stated, 
however, showing the unusual benefits 
afforded by the cigar makers and the 
textile workers of the state. 

That the trade organizations spent 
large sums in caring for their unem- 
ployed is shown, in addition, by the 
statements of those who raised special 
funds or opened voluntary subscriptions. 
The relief afforded by the Central Labor 
Union of Boston is notable, not simply 
because it was contributed by others 
than members of trade, organizations, 
but because it was distributed to fami- 
lies known to be in distress, whether 
they were connected with trade organ- 
izations or not. : 


The relief granted by private chari- 
ties was increased in amount at least 
50 per cent. over that of a normal year, 
and the proportion of families who ap- 
plied for relief for the first time is un- 
usually large. There were few. soup 
houses, and a marked advance in relief 
methods over preceding years in the 
attempt to furnish work by opening 


wood yards, sewing rooms or industrial - 


laundries. Precautions were taken that 
the product sold should not enter into 
competition with persons regularly in 
employment, but the difficulty of mak- 
ing sales in this way precluded sucgess 


in most cases. 

The relief afforded by public poor de- 
artments was much greater, particu- 
arly in the cities of more than 20,000 
inhabitants, where it reached two or 
three times aS much as in previous 
years. In four cities, men were sent 
to wood yards for this purpose; in two, 
they were sent to the town farms; and 
in three, they were employed at stone
